Kpw York, Xiiv. 10 — With the election 
returns still Imoinplete, the iiluraltty of 
J*r<'Bl(U'nt Koosevelt In the nation, accord- 
ing to all Indlcutlons, will exceed l,50l>,- 
000, the ffreatest plurality ever given an 
American candidate. The nearest up- 
Tiroach tn this vote was In 1896, when Mc- 
Klnlpy received a plurality of approxi- 
mately S50.1I0U, and In ihli, when Grant 
received 762,!)ill plurality. 

The interest centers In Missouri • and 
Maryland. Lnte returns indicate that the 
former state Is In thf rej)ubl|pan column 
ho far as presldi nl lal electoiB are con- 
cerned, but that Joseph W. Folk, the 
democratic candidate, has been elected 
governor. In Maryland, the presidential 
vote will probably be cast for I'reslili nt 
Roosevelt. Late returns Imlhute that 
frhomas A. Smith, dem., lias been electecl 

to congress In the First iiisiri.t l>y 45u 
plurality. 

Consresaman Jackson, of this diHtrict. 
Wefoaadar alailt* however, puts forward 
a Claim or tnck oallota and fraud and 

pays he will, contest the election. 

In the other states it Is simply a Ques- 
tion of pluralities. 

The "solid south" was broken by the 

firotwble defection of Missouri— this sec- 
Ion of the country usually having i'i 
state in the democratic column. The ilg- 
urcs Wednesday night showed but \2 
states with 1S3 votes for Judge Parker. 

President Roosevelt carried all the 
northern states— swept them, In fact— and 
Wednesday nicbt, bo kad Mt alaotoral 
votes.

Columbus, O., Nov. 10.— Almost com- 

Filete unofflclal returns Wednesday night 
ndicate that the republican plurality In 
Ohio Is betwec'n 'JIO.IKKI and L'l.l.ltdfl. or over 
three times the plurality this state ever 
fcave any national ticket. About a dozen 
counties have been carried by the repub- 
licans for the tirgt time, which means 
radical changes In county and other lo- 
« al olflccs. The aKKrt'Kate iilurality of 
the 18 counties carried by the denicKrats 
Is onlr 10,7;:s, or lr»s than the republlc'an 

flurallty in < lllo r of a half dozen coun- 
les, one-half that of Cuyahoga and 
much less than one-third that of Hamll 
ton county. The republicans gained thre- 
«ongre«smeii by carrying all of the con- 
gressional districts except the Fourth, In 
which Harvey C. Gurber was re-elected 
by 1,100, or less than one-third the usual 
democratU plurality of that district. The 
only close contest was In the election of 
Dawes, rep., over Schneliler, dem.. In the 
J.Mh congressional district, which (ave 
Kousevelt over 8,tKJ(l plurality and Dawes 
only 2IIU. The otticlal count Is awaited 
With interest In the 15lh district, which 
aa eonstltuted now was never lost bv the 
republicans. Dawes secured the noiidna- 
tlon after a bitter nintest. after which 
hla oiiiinnents f<jr the nomination carrte<l 
the light to the polls. It Is noted that 
the largest repuMloan gains came from 
the mining and laboring districts, al- 
though all of the SK counties allowed 
Kuch gains, e.x. i i,t Tike cotintjr. Which 
had a democralic gain of 26. 

Cleveland. (>.. Nov. 10.— Cleveland city 
and Cuyahoga county complete glva 
Koosevelt R7,i;<2, Parker Zi.l'im. RooBex-. lt's 
plurality being 34,'m;4, the larKest i \ er 
Klven a candidate for an elttcturat oftlce 
la this cotmty. R. C. Wright, for county 
autiiiur, wasx the only tfemoorat elected 
on the county ticket. 

KENTUCKY. 

lAUiSVille, Nov. 10.— Iteturns from th.- 
precincts In the slate are coming In with 
unprecedented slowness. In Warren coun- 
ty tH« precincts are mlsulng and it Is esti- 
mated that these will swell Richardson's 
majority to 400. In this (Fffth) district 
Blierley's majority over Owens for t'on- 
gress Is 1.323 an<l I'aiki r s plurality In the 
district In 703. LAtetit returns from the 
Ninth district indicate that Kehoe has 
been elected to aonireBS by between MM 
and 6m majority.

Foi 
the hrst time In 12 years. In a preatdantlai 
election, the democrats carried XiOulavlHc 
and Jefferson county. 



NEBRASKA. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 10.— Probably com- 
plete returns will b? required to deter- 
mine who Is elected Kovernor of Nebras- 
ka. Outside of governor, however, th« 
republicans have niaile a clean sweep or 
national, state, congressional and legisla- 
tive tickets. For governor both sides ex 
hibtt flgiires which they say will sub 
stantlnte their claims for the elecflort o 
their renpectlv-i candidates 

I'residciit Unosi>\elt eiirrleil the stat< 
by probably 75,0f*. f)nly two consres 
slonal dlstrlctH, the Second ami Third 
were nf any tlm(» In doubt, and Wedne.^ 
day's ligurcj^ place thetn in the repubhcaa 
column, thus giving a Folld rapuMlcan 
delegation from Nebr»»ka. ^ 

The legislative returns are anil quits 
Incomplete, but from figures available It 
Is reasonably certain that both hoiisee of 
the legislature will be clearly reoubllcan, 

Ttve socialist vote was a somulete sur- 
prise and affected the local tickets to a 
laff* extent, the greater defection to 
their ranks coming from the democrats. 

Uneoln, Neb., Nov. 1(».— While not con- 
ceding defeat In so many words, mana- 
gers df the fusion campaign In L.incoIn 
admitted Wednesday night that on the 
face of the returns the republicans had 
carried everything, inolttdlng the head of 
the state ticket, which was the only of- 
fice In serious doubt. No figures are of- 
ferrd at fusion headquarters, but figures 
elsewhere Indicated that Gov. Mickey, 
who Is low man on the ticket, will hkve 
a plurality of not less than 9,000. The 
next legislature will probably stand: 

Senate— Republican, 32; fuslonlfts. 1. 
House — Hepublicans, 78; fusionlsts,

Chlcatro. N'liv 10— The return" from the 
State outside of Chicago have (onie in 
slowly. The figures Wednesday ni^;llt 
showed that Rcajsevelt has carried the 
state by over JWi.OUO, the exact number, 
with quite a number of districts yet to 
hear from, being lSi2.:;45. The plurality 
of Deneen, for governor. Is placed at 
274.000. 

Roosevelt carried the city of Chicago 
by 107,229 and the county of Cook out- 
side of the city bv 16,182. making his to- 
tal plurality In Cook county 123,411. In 
litW), 4J out of 102 counties in the state 
went democratic by 21,716. This year the 
same counties show a republican iJlurallty 
of 4,675, 22 of them going republican and 
the remaining 2ti reducing their demo- 
cratic pluralities almost to nothing. Cal- 
houn county went for Roosevelt by a plu- 
rality of one vote. The repiitjllcans have 
made heavy gains In the state legislature 
and will hu\e a majority of 60 on Joint 
ballot. In congress Illinois has gained 
six congressmen, the democrats retaining 
but two districts in the state. The two 
democratic congressmen will be Henry 
T Ralney, in the 2uth district, and Mar- 
tin 'D. foster, In the 2M. 



MINNESOTA. 

sr. Paul, Minn., Nov. lU — When all the 
returns shall have been received. It is 
claimed now, that Roosevelt's majority 
will run close to 125.0ti0, If not more. An 
estimate made Wednesday from Incom- 
plete returns Indicates 10!t,0iiU majority. 
The republicans elected the entire nine 
congressmen without a shadow of doubt 
and tHe rest of the state ticket, including 
a state legislature, which la atrongly re- 
publican on Joint ballot. 

Jiihn A Johnson, dem , and Ray W. 
Joneti, rep , were elected governor and 
lieutenant governor respectively. There 
Is no dOHbt as, to Johnson s ele c t i on MBd 

the only matter of spe< uiatlon is the aise 
of his majority over Iti.liert C. Dunn, the 
republican candidate. Returns from 50 
of the 84 counties In the state received 
Wednesday by the Dispatch indicate a 
majority of i'.2SM and further figures were 
received to indicate that those not heard 
from would raise the total over 15,000. Of 
this tots] Minneapolis and Hennepin 
county furnished 5,100 and St. Paul and 
HauiMy v'ounty gave 1,320. 

The election of a democratic governor 
is the aecond in the history of tna state. 



WISCONSIN. 

Milwaukee. Nov. 10.— The result of the 
election In WIsoonain shows that Roose- 
velt ran ahead of every ticket and car- 
ried the state by a plurality e«ttmated at 
betwien Wi.imki and 75.t)lKi; that Gov. La- 
Follette has been re-electe3 l».v u plural- 
ity of about 50.000 and that the congres- 
sional complexion, remains unchanged 
from two years ago. The legislature, 
which is to elect a United States senator 
to succeed Joseph V. Quarles, Is largelv 
republican, and the question of wliethiV 
Wisconsin shall ha\e a iirimary electii.n 
law has carried by a safe majority. Une 
of th» surprises in the election was the 
big'Jnorease in the vote 6f the social dem- 
ocratic party. Four years ago that party 
polled 4,458 votes In Milwaukee county; 
two years ago lu,704 and in this election 
18.120. The social damoerats elected four 
assemblymen and on« senator to the leg- 
islature. 



MASSACHUSETTS. 

Ii< n. N .v 10.— The returns from the 
state show that the republican presiden- 
tial electors received a plurality of 86.279, 
In a total vote of 422,625 cast by the repub- 
lican and democratic parties. The vote* 
for president and tlie head of the state 
ticket were: Kosevelt, avi..^:'; Parker, 
ItW.LT:!: plurality for itoosevelt, ,si;,:;7li. For 
governor: Douglas, dem., 234,311; Bates, 
rep., iith.aoi; Douglas! pluraMty, 86,710. 
I^oth the total vote of the two parties 
and the republican plurality for presi- 
dential electors are the largest ever re- 
turned In the state. The margin for 
Rosevelt Exceeds by nearly 6,000 the then 
unprecedented plurality giveft McKInley 
In 1900. With the exception of Gov. Hates, 
the republican state ticket was elected 
by substantial pluralities, the legislature 
la everwhclaslngly republican.

Three repub- 
lican congressmen, Frank C. Wacnter, 
Sydny K. Mudd and George A. Pearre, 
surely re-elected by material majorities. 
Three democrats, Thomas A. Smith. J. F. 
C. Talbot, re-elected, and John QUI. were 
returned, elected. Congressman W. H. 
Jabkson, rep., of the First district, claims 
that 'frauds or trick ballots were used 
In the district, and while he admits that 
the Kiunt of the liallols cliow that Stnllh 
was elected, says that he will coitleitt the 
seat before the hopee of representathrea. 



DELAWARf. 

Wilmington. Del., Nov. 10— Completi^ 
but unolnclal returns give Roosevelt a 
plurality of 4,100 In Delaware. I'reston 
Lea, the republican compromise candi- 
date for governor, carried the state by a 
plurality of 2.800 and the remainder of 
iho republican compromise state ticket 
has a majority ranging from t,700 to 3.- 
8011. Lir. Joseph H. Chandler, independ- 
ent republican, polled altout 800 votes, 
which accounts for Lea's reduced plu- 
rality.

Denver. Col., Nov. 10 Roosevelt's plu- 
rality In Colorado has been Increased b/ 
later returns and may run above 16,000. 
Republicans and democrats claim the 
election of governor and congressman-at- 
large. and the republicans threaten to 
contest the state election on grounds of 
alleged frauds In Denver. On the face 
of nearly complete returns, Adams has 
carried Denver county by 4,G00 plurality 
and Re appears to hivve a safe lead over 
Peabody without this county. According 
to the returns In the Times Adams' plu- 
rality In the state Is a little over 10.0"^. 
The Times concedes that the result Is In 
doubt as to the other atata otRoea, «but 
claims the l»irlalature to l>e democratic 
in twth branches. 



RHODE ISLAND. 

Providence, Nov. 10.— Comiiletc state re- 
turns show that In Tuesclay's election 
President Rocjsevclt received the largest 
vote ever cast In Rhode island, and his 
plurality of 16.000 is greater, with the ex- 
ception of that of 1896, than any presi- 
derKlal cnndldiite ever was given before. 
Lieut. Gov. Geo. II. Utter, rep.. Who 
succeeds L. F. C. Oarvln, dem., candidate 
for a third term, had but 694 plurality 
over his opponent. Oov. Oarvln carried 
every city In the state, but was defeated 
In the country districts. The republicans 
Elected all the general offices by generous 
margins, and the next general assembly 
will stand 2> deroocrata and 89 republlcana 
In Joint ballot. 

WEST VIROINIA. 

Wheeling. Nov. 10.— The republican vic- 
tory In West Virginia Is complete Roose- 
velt's plurality o\'er Parker Is between 
IV.mi and I'.l.iHKi, and may exceed theso 
tlgures. Dawson Is elected governor by 
a plurality probably exceeding 4,000. All 
live of the republican congressional nom- 
inees are successful. The legislature will 
be republican In both branches, without 
taking Into consideration the hold-over 
senators. With several counties in dotibt, 
there are 62 republicans elected to the 
house of delegates and 27 democrafs. To 
the senate 11 republicans are elected. 
democrats without doubt, and probably 2 
otbera In the Seventh and Ninth districts. 



NEW YORK. 

New York, Nov. Returns from all 

parts of New York l.ite Wednesday night 
shows that the li-Klslalure will have In.' 
republican assembl.vnien out of l.^o and 
.■i.'i repuhllcnn senators out of New 
York city returns at a late hour show 
that Parker carried Greater New York, 
with one elecflon district missing, by 80,- 
625 votes and Brooklyn by 8.404. 

The returns from counties outside the 
city show that Parker curried four of 
the 61 counties, in the state, while ller- 
rick carried alx counties. The returns 
from the Whole state show that Roose- 
\'eit has approximately 174,000 plurality 
.ind (hat Higgtns, rep., for governor, ilk- 
uiiu plurality. 

WASHINGTON. 

Seattle. Wash , Nov. 10 —Complete re- 
turns from one-fcjurth of all the iireflncts 
In the state of Washington unci Incom- 
plete returns from most of the others 
show that the Roosevelt electors have 
carried this state by over 10,000 votes. 
Albert E. Mead, rep., is elected governor 
a\-cr George Turner, dem.. by Between 
(.00 and 7.(K)0 votes. Charles E. Coon, 
rep., is ej-cted lieutenant governor by 
fully 14,000 votes. Bvery other candidate 
on the republican state ticket is elected 
by from 15.0(10 to 20,000 except Humphrey 
Jones and Cushman for congress, whose 
majorities will be higher. The next leg- 
isiatura will to* varjr gkroncly republican. 

INDIANA. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 10.— The latest re- 
turns from over the state have not 
changed materially the earlier estimates 

of the plurality for the rei.ubiicaii ticket. 
Repul)llcan t^tate Chairman J.inies 1'. 
Goodrich Is persistent In his prediction 
that 76,000 plurality f«r Roosevelt Is con- 
servative. Returns from the legislative 
districts Indicate that the repulillcans will 
have a majority of. 100 in the legislature. 

which will this year elect two United 
States senators to succeed Charles W. 
Fairbanks, vice preaident-elect, and Al- 
brt J. Bavartdge.

Missouri by 10.000 to 15,000. The only dem- 
ocratic state candidate elected is l-'cdk, 
for giivernnr. who made a n-markalU'- 
race against the Roosevelt landslide Ills 
plurality will be about 2r..ooo. The legis- 
lature Is in doubt With chances favoring 
a republican body to s< lei i Senator Cock- 
rell'a sueecasor. Republican congreasmen 
have been elected In the Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, i;cntli and Fifteenth ^trlefa.

Portland, Nov. 10.— Roosevelt's plurality 
In Oregon will exceed 40,000, and may at- 
tain the remarkable figure of 46,000. Thj 
republicans carried every county in the 
state, whereas in 1900 Bryan carried /Ive 
counties. The total vote cast will ex- 
ceed 87.(«X>. of which I'arkc-r received 
about U,UUO, and the other candidates fOr 
ths presidency, the balance. Debs made 
an amaaing run In tbis state, In some sec- 
tlona paaalM Parker. The aociaUat party 
polled T,ow v«taa.

San Francisco, Nov. 10.— Roosevelt's 
iilurali'.v in thi.s stale will exoeed lOO.lHHf 
In this city alone It is 21,833 and ^n the 
l.t)27 Interior precincts so far as /heard 
from It amounts to 82,300, making a total 
of 106,141. The full delegratlon of eight 
congressmen will be republican and an 
overwhelming republican majority in the; 
ieglslikture insures the election of a re- 
publican vucceiiHor to Senator Uard. In 
this city Debs received 7,231 votes and 
t3 wallow no.

board of the navy "has reconftnonded 
the Bccrefary of the navy to urge con- 
frefcs to auiliorize at its next session. 
Secreary Morton will refer the rocom- 
meadatlons to the board on construc- 
tion for eomnont and indorsement, 
and will base his recommendation to 
(ongie.sg on the reports of the two 
boards. The general board's rci om- 
mendatlon are signed by Adm. Dewey, 
prosidont of tho board.
